General MacArthur a reqvest for infor- 
mation. The answer was received today, 
confirming the press reports and adding 
interesting details. Gen, MacArthur 
transmitted a report from Henry T. Allen, 
a major of the Forty-third, volunteers, 
who commanded the United States forces 
on the island of Samar. 

It appears that this force was divided 
among several ports on Samar, and wl.ile 
details are still lacking it is belleved that 
this particular force which was besieged 
at- Catubig was commanded, not py @ 
command officer, but by a sergeant, either 
George or Hall, both of whom were killed. 

Catubig, where the engagement oc- 
curred, is a seaport town of nearly 10,000 
inhabitanis. General MuacArthur’s cable

“Manila, May 16.—With reference to 
your telegram of the l4th, the rumored en- 
gagement in Samar reported in cablegram 
of General Otis, May 4th, has been <on- 
firmed by reports received from Henry T. 

Y., 
commanding Samar island. 

“A detachment of thirty-five men sté- 
tioned ai Catubig were attacked April loth 
by 600 men with 200 rifles and one cannon.

London, .May 17.—3:30 a, m.—The Brit- 
ish relief column fought the Boers at 
Kraai Pan; thirty-seven miles south of 
Mafeking on Tuesday, according to a tel- 
egram received Wednesday night at 
Lourenzo Marquez from Molop, 100 miles 
north of Mafeking. 

The intelligence is accepted here with 
some reserve because it is difficult to 
understand how the news could have been 
so quickly put on the wire at a place 132 
miles from the scene of the engagement. © 

A correspondent of The Morning Post, 
probably John Stewart, is reported cap- 
tured t.. the Boers at Kraai Pan. 

The British pubjic is keenly expectant 
of the announeement that Mafeking has 
been relieved, 

Douglas, Storey, The Daily Mails corres- 
pondent at Pretoria, wires: 

“The Boer government is holding back 
some big news, Feverish activity pre- 
vails here, President Kruger is working 
day and night,. The last Boer official bul- 
letin is that the relief column has been 
defeated with great loss.’’ 

Lord Roberts continues passive at 
Kroonstad. His cavalry are stretching 
like a semi-circular screen many mileg in 
length, with overlapping flanks, | 

The railway wil] probably be completed 
today. 

General French’s cavalry had one lively 
fight after crossing the Zand river. A 
mixed squadron, composed ofthe Scots 
Grays, the Inniskillings, Carbineers and 
Australian Horse, took a kopje and dis- 
mounted. The Boers suddenly fired from 
a concealed position, killing many horses 
and stampeding the rest. The Boers 
then advanced in overwhelming numbers 
and drove the squadron, capturing some. 
The Boers robbed the dead'‘and looted the 
saddles. Iinally a brigade of cavahy 
drove them off, 

Farther north the Hussars charged the 
Boers, killing and wounding many strag- 
lers with saberg and pistols, 

Lord Roberts's infantry marched 
miles in seven days, General French 
marched thirty miles in one day. The 
Boers when retiring dragged thirty-two. 
guns through Kroonstad. , 

Genera! Buller is moving toward New- 
castle. He appears to be using 26,000 men 
against 6,000-or 6,000. His operatiohs will 
most certainly result in his forcing his 
way into the Transvaal, possibly in time 
to co-operate with Lord Roberts's ad- 
vance, General Buller is now 232 miles 
from Johannesburg or twenty-five days 
march.

DEWEY AND GERMAN SHIPS. 


— . 
Admiral Says He Made a Mistake in 


Not Sinking Them. 

Knoxville, Tenn., May 16.—(Special.)— 
Admiral Dewey, before his departure from 
this 4ity, gave out an interview in which 
he stated that the incident of the Ger- 
man Admiral Diedrichs had not been 
exaggerated as to its importance. When 
the German squadron arrived Dewev 
asked the German admiral why he 
brought so many vessels, and the latter 
replied that he. did so at the emperor’s 
order. 

The exasperating tactics of the Ger- 
mans caused Dewey many sleepless nights 
before the two American monitors re- 
enforced our fleet. It was only by his 
diplomatic but firm course that trouble 
was- averted. During this time the Brit- 
ish officers, alone of the foreigners, were 
sympathetic with us. After the moni- 
tors came the foreign ships slunk away 
one by one. 

When the French admiral came on board 
to pay his respects he complimented 
Dewey on the fact-that he had made no 
mistakes. 

“Yes, I made one,” answered the ad- 
miral. “I did not sink those ships over 
there,”® pointing to the German vessels. 

In fifteen minutes the German admiral 
knew of this remark. ‘“‘And it was for 
that purpose that I made it,” said Dewey. 
The admiral said -he was too busy then 
to make reports about these matters, 
and the president told him afterwards 
that he was very glad there was noth- 
ing on record about this unpleasant con- 
tretemps when we came so near be- 
coming engaged in war with Germany.

Constitution—I read what Mr. King 
said on the negro question, and I think, like 
him, that the negro holding the franchise is 
partly the cause, and |I think if the fran- 
chise was taken from him the situation would 
improve greatly in a generation. Much of the 
race trouble would be avoided if the negro 
was out of politics, and it is time to lay 
aside all policy and go straight for the dis- 
franchisement of the negro. I think that all 
old party lines should be done away with, 
and form a new one, purely on the color line 
with the single object of getting the negro 
out of politics, and I think it is the duty 
of influential papers like yours to agitate 
the question, and if we cannot put the negro 
entirely out of politics, we should. at any 
cégt stop them from being appointed to public 
places in the south where they come in con- 
tact with the whites.

CLARK HOWELL 
WAS TOASTMASTER 


Presided at Associated Press Banquet 
Last Night. 


NOTABLE GUESTS PRESENT 


Number of Brilliant Speeches Were 
Made by Journalists. 


GENERAL H. 6. OTIS’S ABLE ADDRESS 


General Taylor, H. D. Estabrook and 
St. Clair McKelway Were Some 
of the Other Speakers. 


| Chicago, May 16.—The annyal banquet 
of the Associated Press was given at 
the Auditorium this evening. There were 
seven long tables in the body of the room 
for the members, every seat having an 
occupant, and another table for the 
guests, among whom were Bishop Charles 
H. Fowler, of the Methodist church; 
Colonel R. C. Clowry, vice president of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company; 
E. J. Nally, of the Postal Telegraph 
Company, and H. D. Estabrook and John 
P. Wilson, of Chicago. 

The tables were ornamented with can- 
delabra and large bunches of red roses. 
Fresident Victor F. Lawson presided and 
Mr. Clark Howell, of The Atlanta Con- 
Stitution, was the toastmaster. The lov- 
ing cup was passed by General Manager 
Stone, whose facetious introductions of 
the members. provoked much laughter 
and applause. 

When the cigars were lighted Mr. Clark 
Howell, of The Atlanta Constitution, took 
charge, and in a brief speech said that 
so far as the “southern contingent’ was 
concerned, they were willing to leave the 
future of the Associated Press ‘in the 
hands of the men who had gulded it to 
the magnificent position which it occu- 
pled today as the greatest news-gather- 
ing organization in the world. (Ap- 
plause.) In introducing the first speaker, 
General H. G. Otis, of Los Angeles, Mr. 
Howell referred to the patriotism in jour- 
nalism, saying: 

‘‘When the honor of our flag, the pres- 
tige of our country, are concerned, ‘n 
upholding the flag and in maintaining 
the dignity and the honor of the coun- 
try, there and then politics should stop 
and patriotism, should  begin.’’ (A 
plause.) — a 

General Otis spoke to the question, 
‘Where Should Patriotism Begin and 
Where End in the Conduct of a News- 
paper?’ He sald: 

‘We of the journalistic profession, and 
especially we who publish partisan po- 
litical newspapers, may well bear in 
mind at every juncture in a national po- 
litical contest the effect of our utter- 
ances and of our teachings upon the 
government under which we live and to 
which we owe supreme allegiance. This 
attitude, when rightly taken, is entirely 
consistent with the strongest advocacy 
and the firmest adherence to the politi- 
cal party which we happen to espouse, 
for we take sides‘in party contegts, not 
for the sake merely of helping our side 
to win, but for thersake, as we are wont 
to claim, of the final effect upon the 
country as a whole of the policies which 
we advocate. To take.any lower posi- 
tion than this would be indefensible and 
it cannot be maintained. The whole 
science, then, of life, of journalism, ‘of 
politics and of government, is to be 
right. Iset that be our aim. Let the 
constitution of the United States and 
the flag be our guide and our inspiration, 
and we will make no mistake.”’ (Ap- 
plause.) 

General C. H. Taylor, of The Boston 
Globe, spoke about the organization of 
the first Associated Press by James Gor- 
don Bennett, and of modern newspapers 
which are, he said, printed for different 
constituencies, giving the readers the 
news in which they are particularly in- 
terested. In conclusion, he said: 

“Speaking of reform in our own line, 
I don’t like to see a tendency in the pop- 
ular papers of the day to make events 
which are horrible and revolting promi- 
nent. The vivid: illustrations’ of murder, 
the parading of deformed children who 
have been operated on in hospitals, the 
monstrosities of humanity and of na- 
ture; all these need to be eradicated 
from the papers of the day. There are 
plenty of opportunities to present the 
picturesque, the grotesque, the unique, 
the beautiful and the attractive events 
which are of daily occurrence. And these 
should be given preference, so far as we 
are able to, meeting ‘the wants of the 
people.”’ So 

Mr. H. D. Estabrodék ‘safa in part: 
(“No thinking man would abolish the 
newspaper to escape the tumult it cre- 
ates, or exchange it with all its faults, 
for the newsless blasphemy of a psuedo 
savior. The Bible nowhere counsels the 
suppression of news but is itself the 


reading for ears polite. ‘Be sure,’ says 
the Bible’ ‘your sin will find you out,’ 
which implies that it was the Almighty’s 
intention that sin should be published ‘to 
the world. 

“Of course there is such a bad thing 
as too much of a good thing, and the 
qualification of my doctrine that a news- 
paper is justified in publishing the truth 
is, that what it publishes should be the 
truth, the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth. Some newspapers are great 
sinners in this regard but there is noth- 
ing about an editor which exempts him 
from the sanction of the moral law.’’ 

Mr. St. Clair McKelway, of The Brook- 
lyn Eagle, spoke about “Political Re- 
porting.’’

NEGROES MOB A POLICEMAN. 


Lively Row in a North Carolina Vil. 
lage Yesterday. ~- 

Releigh, N. C., May 16.—(Special.)j— 
About eighteen drunken negro railroad 
hands and Jumber cutters went to the 
little village of Four Oaks, thinking to 
kill every white man. They were armed. 
The crowd commenced to curse and raise 
a disturbance. The town policeman at- 
tempted to arrest a negro for disorderly 
conduct, wherupon the negroes mobbed 
the policeman, named Sanderlin, and beat 
him almost insensible. His face was bad- 
ly disfigured and he Was bloody almogi 
frbm head to foot. Some white men at- 
tempted to aid the policeman, but were 
knocked down or shot at. 

Much mischief would have been done 
by the negroes, who were all drunk, but 
for the action of white merchants and 
railroad employees of the town. Several! 
negroes were wounded, but not fatally, 
and several white men injured. The ne- 
groes sent word that they intend to visit 
the town. again and kill the policeman. 
The whites wil] be ready when they come 
again, 

The action of the negroes was totally 
without excuse or provocation and was 
a complete surprise to the whites. At 
least fifteen or twenty people on the two 
sides were injured.

Interesting Speech at Southern Indus- 
trial Convention. 


TELLS OF BIRMINGHAM’S IRON 


Spoke of Necessity of Canal at En- 
trance of Mobile Bay. 


THE DELEGATES VIEWED CHATTANOOGA 


Various Points of Interest and the 
City’s Industrial Centers Occu- 
pied Visitors in the Morning. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May 16.—The morn- 
ing was spent by the southern industrial 
convention in a trip around the belt rail- 
way as the special guests of the Alabama 
Great Southern railway, viewing a part 
of Chattanooga's manufacturing interests. 

The delegates were much pleased with 
the trip, and surprised at the number and 
size of Chattanooga's manufactories. The 
party visited sixty points now in active 
operation, including textile, wood, iron 
and clay manufactories. The afternoon 
session was called to order at 3 p. m., by 
President Killebrew, who introduced Cy- 
rur Kehr, f Knoxville, who addressed 
the convention on the subject “‘The Poor 
W hite of the South,” a plea for 
technological schools. 

R. VY. Taylor, general auditor of tHe 
Mobile and Ohio railroad, of Mobile, Ala., 
read a paper on “The Export Trade of 
the South.” In part he said: 

“During the year 1893, the first line of 
steamers between Mobile and Liverpool 
has since been maintained with this port 
and Bremen, with occasional. sailings to

Hamburg, Antwerp, Rotterdam and to 
several of the ports of the Mediterranean 
and Japan. 

“These vessels have been profitably 
employed in carrying cotton, cotton seed, 
pig iron, grain and other products of 


the west. In 1893 the first shipment of 
Alabama iron ever made to Europe was 
forwarded via the port of Mobile, from 
the city of Birmingham, which has since 
grown to be the largest iron exporting 
center in the United. States, and the third 
in the world. 

“The shipment of ple iron during the 
next year to Liverpool through the port 


of Mobile was 26,000 tons and this busi- 
ness has since continued in increasing 
volume. ° 


“Within one hour after the stars and 
stripes first floated to the breeze nbove 
Morro castle and notice was thus given 
to the world that authority of the United 
States had been extended over the island 
of Cuba, the first vessel to enter Havana 
under the changed conditions steamed 
into its harbor loaded to its guards with 
a miscellaneous: cargo shipped from the 
port of Mobile. Since this auspicious 
event continued service has been main- 
tained, not only between Mobile and Ha- 
vana, but also between all of the, princi- 
pal-ports of Cuba; and, Mr. Chairman, 
allow me to say here that the business 
men of no city of the south have taken 
greater advantage of the means of com- 
munication thus afforded than the manu- 
facturers and merchants of the enterpris- 
ing city of Chattanooga, which has given 


us all such a hospitable welcome today. 


“At the entrance to Mobile bay there is 
a deep water cup completely land-locked 
and furnishing five or stx square miles of 
admirable anchorage ground with a min- 
imum depth of more than thirty feet, 
which is now separated from the deep 
water of the gulf by a bar but a ship's 
length in width. 

“It is estimated that a channel thirty 
feet deep can be made through this ob- 
struction by the excavation of less than 
290,000 cubic yards of material, at a cost 
certainly less than $75,000, thus creating 
one of the few harbors of the world into 
which vessels of the greatest draft may 
pass at any tide. 

“The improvement of the river system 
reaching up through the rich coal and 
mineral fields of Alabama is almost com- 
pleted, and it will’not be long before 
barges loaded at the mine can pass unin- 
terruptedly to the mouth of Mobile bay, 
where vessels of the greatest draft em- 
ployed in the Gulf of Mexico may take 
at ship’s side the cheapest coal ever 
brought to tide water from any mine in 
the world. 

“Mr. Chairman, when the possibilities 
of the future of the export trade of the 
south are taken into consideration, when 
the future development of the rich islands 
which have recently passed under our 
protection and whose surfaces have yet 
scarcely been scratched, is employed as a 
factor, when the results of a ship’s chan- 
nel between the gulf of Mexico and the 
Pacific become an accomplished fact, and 
the fleets of the world seeking a far west 
and a far east pass each other at our 
doors, does it take a prophetic eye to see 


that our great gulf will then become 
the Mediterranean of the new world, 
teeming with' a commerce greater than 


the old, and that Mobile, like the Venice of 
antiquity, will then occupy a position of 
queenly pre-eminence upon the Gulf of 


Mexico.”’ ! 

Dr. W. P,. Wilson, of the Philadelphia 
museums of Philadelphia, addressed the 
convention on the “‘Aim and Worth of 
the Museum.”

It 
is an enterprise in line with the purposes of 
our patriotic society, and while the energies 
of almost every chapter are directed to some 
special work, we should hail with gladness 
this effort to honor the memory of Oglethorpe, 


that every

soldier, statesman and philanthropist, the 
most illustrious of all the founders of the 
thirteen colonies. It is almost startling to 


read in the appeal of the gentlemen who have 
organized themselves into a society for the 
erection of the monument at Frederica that 
for 167 years since the landing of our Georgia 
forefathers at Yamacraw bluff not even @ 
tablet has been erected within our borders to 
the memory of this friend of humanity. 

It is true that towns, counties, academies 
and schools have been named for the benefi- 
cent hero of Georgia, but that is a form 
of honor that has cost the citizens of the state 
not a penny. The monument proposed will 
not only be a memortal to the greatest human- 
itarian of his age who made a home for the 
homeless amid the trackless forests of the 
new world, but will. also mark the site of 
one of the ‘‘dead towns of Georgia’’—Frederica, 
which, with its troops and fortifications, was 
a considerable factor in the life of the infant 
colony. 

New England cherishes with almost super- 
stitious reverence the memory of its sturdy 
Puritan governors, while Georgians, we fear, 
have only a dim appreciation of the lofty 
character and broad philanthropy of Ogle- 
thorpe—a man who, surrounded by wealth, 
could not forget ‘‘the sorrowful sighing of the 
poor;’’ who, petted by fortune, yet had a 
compassion on the victims of misfortune; who, 
wielding power both as birthright and at- 
tainment, had a pitying ear for ¢very story 
of oppression; who, dwelling in kings’ pal- 
had a care for the denizens of hovels; 


aces, 
who, accustomed to lead armies, despised not 
to be chieftain of an emigrant band; whe, 


used to sit in the council chambers of a 
great empire, chose to direct the fortunes and 
plan the government of a struggling colony. 
Such a man is worthy the living gratitude of 
the state that his wisdom founded.

Judge Hillyer’s Eclipse. 

Editor Constitution—I have read with much 
interest Judge George Hillyer’s account of 
the eclipse of the sun during the fall of 1865 
or summer of 1866. I have seen the accounts 
of the preparations being made to take _ ob- 
servations of the coming eclipse and have 
noticed the entire absence of mention of this 
1866 eclipse by every one, though attention 
has been called to numerous other eclipses. 
Even Sir Norman Lockyear, the eminent Eng- 
lish astronomer, makes no mention of it, 
though he notes all others from 1870 to the 
present. . 

I remember very distinctly this ‘‘Atlanta’’ 
eclipse. I was a student at the time at school 
‘in Lumpkin, Stewart county, and according 
to my recollection it occurred during the 
summer of 1866. I have this reason for this 
belief: I had been a young soldier of the 
Virginia army, and my education had heen 
interrupted by my enlistment. As early as 
possible after the close of the war I took up 
my studies again, attending school In Lump- 
kin during the fall of 1865 and spring term 
of 1866. It was while I was attending school 
in Lumpkin that this eclipse occurred. It

Then he staggered back into the smoke 
and was caught by the feet by a police- 
man, who wounted on tho shoulders of a 
brother officer and rescued McNeil. 

The rescues were nearly all accomplish- 
ed ‘by policemen before the firemen ar- 
rived. The fire started in the basement, 
and spread with the greatest rapidity. But 
for the heroic action of Porter McNeil, 
every person in the building would un- 
doubtedly have perished.

At first it was included in the territory of South Carolina, but in 1796 
the good people of Hopewell organized at the old Liberty church, and this 
institution, afterwards called Salem, near Woodstock, Oglethorpe county, 
became the parent of the Athens presbytery, which celebrated its cen- 
tennial in 1897. ; 

While it has never been very gtrong numerically in Georgia, it has 
always been a powerful factor of our civilization, 

Here, and everywhere in the sOuth, the Presbyterians are mainly 
Scotch-Irish and they are in touch with a homogeneous people around 
them. In the old days when the Mecklenburg declaration was promu!gat- 
ed, it is a noteworthy fact that all of the signers, with the exception of 
two, were Presbyterian elders. 

In this region the church has pursued the even tenor of its way. No 
agitators have made their way to the front, and such a man as Dr. Hillis 
would be an impossibility here. 

Between the Potomac and the Rio Grande other denominations are 
stronger in numbers, but not one ig stronger‘in its moral sway and gen- 
eral influence. This is, of course, largely due to the ability, scholarship 
and high character of its leaders. In the ranks of our great Presbyterian 
divines will be found some of the world’s greatest men, and’ it is only 
giving them their due to say that they have served both God and man 
Wisely and well. 

It is more than likely that our republic would have been a failure, 
but for the farseeing and patriotic efforts and suggestions of such 
Presbyterians as President Witherspoon, of Princeton. In point of fact, 
our form #f government is Presbyterian. The general assembly of the 
chureh corresponds to our congress; the synod to the state legislature;

Most of our state legislatures are called general assemblies, and this 
fact alone will give an idea of the influence of Presbyterianism when 
We were forming our political system.

How To Live Long. 

It ig a mistake to suppose that this 
is a degenerate age among intellectual 
workers. 

In a recent article in The Forum W. 
R. Thayer shows that the average age 
of such men in this century is higher 
than in former periods. From biograph- 
ical records he compiles the following 
life averages of various classes in this 
century: Forty-six poets averaged six- 
ty-six years; thirty-nine painters and 
sculptors, sixty-six years; thirty musi- 
cians, sixty-two years; twenty-six nov- 
elists, sixty-three years; forty scholars, 
s|xty-seven years; twenty-two religious 
persons, sixty-six years; thirty-five in- 
tellectual women, sixty-nine years; 
eighteen philosophers, sixty-five years; 
thirty-eight historians, seventy-three 
years; fifty-eight scientists and inven- 
tors, seventy-two years; fourteen agi- 
tators, sixty-nine years; forty-eight 
commanders, seyenty-one years; one 
hundred and twelve statesmen, seveh- 
ty-one years—average, sixty-eight years 
‘eight months. 

With the exception of historians, scl- 
entists and inventors, our longest lived 
intellectual persons are commanders 
and statesmen. 

These figures should be hopeful and 
encouraging in a country where every 
citizen is in some sort a statesman, 
But they are not pleasant reading for 
the man with ahoe,

The London papers say that Mr. 
Treves, the eminent surgeon has raised 
quite a storm by publicly declaring that 


“the plague of women at Cape Town 


was Worse than the plague of flies.”’ 
In reply to his critics Mr, Treves 


| Pays a high tribute to the noble and 


unselfish women who have made them- 
selves indispensable as hospital nurseg 
in the south African war. The women 
he complains of belong to another 
class. They belong to the “‘smart set.” 
They are jaded idlers in search of a 
new sensation, and they have flocked 
to Cape Town, where they can: mingle 
with a crowd of officers, their excuse 
being their pretended desire to minis- 
ter to the wounded. They crowd the 
hotels to such an extent that sick and 
wounded officers cannot be accommo- 
dated. 

Speaking of these troublesome wo- 
men, Mr. Treves said: | 

These ladies had not the faintest pretext 
for being in south Africa beyond their own 
desire to make the campaign a means of 
obtaining new pleasures and excitement. 
That, however, was not the worst side of 
their presence. When dinner parties and 
other junketings grew wearisome they 
would make up parties to visit the hospi- 
tals. 

“What shall we do today?’ 

“Oh, let’s go and see the wounded,”’ 
would be the preparation for an, Invasion 
of the base hospitals and an incalculable 
amount of interference with the work of 
the medical staff. Officers in charge of

mits signed by personages whose requests 
the officers dared not or did not care to 
refuse, 

You know, perhaps, what influence 
means in the matter of promotion, and so 
women would be taken around the wards 
and shown the wounded, to the utter dis- 
organization of uiscipline and duty. There 
were cases in which the wounded men, 
aroused half a dozen times in succession 
by these meddlesome intruders, turned 
from them at last, saying: ‘‘Good heav- 
ens, shall I ever get any rest!”’ 

In another instance a certain medical 
officer complained that it was already late 
in the day and he had not seen one of his 
patients professional|-- owing to the horde 
of busy women who had made his hospi- 
tal the show place for the day. 

These are the women to whom Sir Al- 
fred Milner referred and of whom I have 
spoken as a plague—women who are mak- 
ing the scene of war and suffering a place 
in which to satisfy morbid curiosity and 
find new enjoyments. 

For the woman who is giving every- 
thing in the cause of tenderness and com- 
passion I have a profound admiration; for 
the other sort I have only disgust. 


In all countries in war times the wo- 
men described here make their appear- 
ance. They crowd the hospitals, render-

Wilson and others, left 
an indelible impress upon the people of 
this region. 

erat presteeadnntets has done for the 
south is matter of well-known history. 
Those of my readers who have not 
searched the annals of the past are famil- 
iar with the names and the work of such 
eminent men as- Moses D. Hoge, that 
grand old man who occupied his pulpit in 
Richmond for forty-two years; B. M. Pal- 
mer, of New Orleans; Dr. Dabney, of Vir- 
ginia, and Dr. J. L. Gerardeau and Dr. 
J. T. ‘Thornwell, of South Carolina, 

But back of these men stretches a long 
and an illustrious line of Presbyterians 
whose intellect, attainments and work 
would have made them famous in any 


land. 


Naturally. as this assembly is held in 
the capital of Georgia, I find myself think- 
ing of the Presbyterians of this common- 
wealth. 

They began their work early. In the 
early history of our colony, when we 
were fighting the Spaniards, the sturdy 
Scotch highlanders who came over here 
under Oglethorpe built the town of New 
Inverness, near Darien. They brought 
with them the Rev. James McLeod, who 
remained with this, our first Presbyterian 
congregation, until 1741. 

It is to be regretted that the historians 
fail to connect this organization with the 
later church at Darien, but the two are 
ins2parabie. 

General John McIntosh, the leader of 
the New Inverness settlement, was one 
of the first elders of the Darien church. 


Later still came the establishment of 
the old Midway church in Liberty,county. 

Strictly speaking, this was a Congrega- 
tional church, but it always had Presbdy- 
terian ministers, with the exception of 
two of its pastors. Osgood and Holmes. 
The Rev. Dr. Julius D. Walden, in his 
sketch of the Presbyterian ehurch in 
Georgia says: 

“The history of the Presbyterian church 
in Georgia cannot be written if we iz- 
nore the Midway Congregational church 
of Liberty county, for the simple reason 
that this grand old organization played 
so important a part in the making of 
that history. 

“The beginning of this remarkable com- 
munfty runs back to 1630, when a body of 
149 Puritan emigrants came together from 
the counites af Devon, Dorcet and Somer- 
cetshire. in Plymouth, England, and, hav- 
ine chosen two ministers, set sail for 
America. Their first settlement was in 
Massachusetts, and named Dorchester, in 
honor of the old home of so many of 
them. After five years, the greater por- 
tion of the colony moved to what is now 
Windsor. Conn. Sixty years later (1695) 
we find a small colony of these people 
going to South Carolina, and settling 
within a vear afterwards at Dorchester, 
in that state. After fifty-six years of 
residence in this place, the colony began 
to agitate, for many reasons, another re- 
moval. and in 1752 settled in St. John’s 
parish, now Liberty county Georgia. 
Soon after their arrival in their new 
home the history of the Midway church 
as such began. It continued in its rarely 
equaled service for God and truth till 
after the civil war—a period of over 110 
years—when the old building passed into 
the hands of a large Presbyterian church 
of negroes. 

“From the Midway church the Presby- 
terian church of Walthourville was or- 
ganized in 1855, the first pastor of which 
was Rev. R. Q. Mallard, now Dr. Mallard, 
a son of old Midway, for several years 
afterwards pastor of the Central church 
of Atlanta, and since 1866 an honored 
pastor in New Orleans, subsequently, and 
now the editor of The Southwestern Pres- 
byterian; and in’1896 the moderator of 
the general assembly. This church is 
now on the roll of the Savannah presby- 
tery, and prospering. 

“But the half has not been told if we 
stop here. ‘Thirty or more Presbyterian 
ministers. have sprung from this old con- 
gregation, the mention of whose names 
will indicate at once the great influence 
for the cause of Presbyterianism that has 
gone out from this people in the state 
and beyond. We have Rev. Thomas 
Goulding, D.D., and his son, F. R. Gould- 
ing; Rev. Robert Quarterman, Rev. Dr. 
Daniel Baker and his son, Rev. W. M. 
‘Baker, Rev. Samuel J. Cassels and his 
brother, Rev. John 3B. Cassels; Rev. 
Charles Colock Jones, D.D.; Rev. John 
W. Baker, D.D., and his brother, Rev. R. 
M. Baker; Rev. John Winn, Rev. Thomas 
Winn. Rev. Thomas Sumner Winn, Rev. 
Richard Q. Way, Rev. R. Q. Mallard, 
D.D., Rev. C. ‘A. Baker, Rev. Benjamin 
Baker, Rev. James Stacey, D.D., Rev. 
Donald Fraser, D.D., Rev. Lewis La- 
Conte, Rev. J. La Cosby, D.D., Rev. J. F. 
Baker, Rev. W. E. Baker and Rev. Rich- 
ard Way. 

“The first native Presbyterian minister 
ordained in Gedrgia was Rev, Thomas 
Goulding, D.D., who was, in 15, the 
first moderator of the synod of Georgia. 
He was the initial founder of the Colum- 
bia theological seminary. Two of the 
pastors of Midway, wnoile not of the peo- 
ple, were so identified with them as to 
deserve mention as a part of their history. 
One was. Rev. I. 8. K. Axson, D.D., who 
afterwards served for thirty-four years 
in an honored and useful pastorate in 
the Independent church of Savannah, The 
other was Rev. D. L. Buttolph, D.D., 
the last pastor of Midway, who for twen- 
ty-one years subsequently labored suc- 
cessfully as the pastor of the Marietta 
church, and now lives, a. beloved father, 
among his former people.” * 


Dr. Wilson in his ‘‘Necrology’” had the 
following interesting points: 

‘The first petition for ministerial aid 
from Georgia was presented to the synod 
of New York and Philadelphia at their 
sessions in New York May, 1766. This 
came from a place called Briar Creek. In 
1770 Briar Creek was again an appli- 
cant for supplies. In 1771 a call was pre- 
sented to the synod of New York and 
Philadelphia, in session at Philadelphia. 
the pastoral services of Rev. Josiah 
Lewis, from the united congregations of 
Briar Creek and Queensburgh. This was 
probably the first formal call ever made 
out in Georgia for a Presbyterian pastor. 
These two churches seem to have been 
in Burke county, possibly Waynesboro 
and Old Church, below Waynesborotgh. 
In 1773 a supplication for supplies was 
sent up from St. Paul's parish, in Georgia. 
St. Paul's parish was the Augusta 
church. Thus the Augusta church ex- 
isted long before the revolutionary war; 
it is probably at least a hundred years 
old.” 

Dr. Walden's sketch from which I have 
quoted so liberally, contains a whole vol- 
ume of interesting and valuable matter. 
Among other things he says of Franklin 
college, now the University of Georgia, 
at Athens: 

“Dr. Moses Waddell, one of 
original members of Hopewell pres- 
bytery, in hig ten years adminis- 
tration made the college what it

.One important. matter, However, de 
serves more than a passing mention. Ime 
mediately after the war, when Atlanta 
was rising from the ashes left by Sher- 
man’s torch, an_ effort -was made to 
bring some influential educational insti- 
tutions here, 

At that time Colonel E. ¥.*Clarke do< 
voted his time and work to the matter, 
and he_finally succeeded in persuadin 
our city council to make an offer ¢ 
Oglethorpe university, donating the Pros 
ceeds derived from the sale of our old 
fair grounds for the purpose. 

Unfortunately, it was decided to locate 
the university in the building now occu- 
pied by the Girls’ High School on Wash- 
ington street, and in a short time it 
closed its door for want of patronage. 
If it had been suitably housed on one of 
our beautiful suburban hills it would 
doubtless be flourishing at the present 
time. 


There is strong talk now of moving 
the Presbyterian theological seminary at 
Columbia, S. C., to Atlanta, and I hope 
that this change will be made. 

Atlanta is the center of the south. We 
are surrounded by a large Scotch-Irish, 
old-fashioned Presbyterian element, and 
it is safe to say that the institution would] 
be better patronized here than anywhere 
else on the south Atlantic slope.

counted for until the following day, suffi- 
cient to cover the amount of his/receipt, 
which was withdrawn until after the in- 
spection. This was kept up until April 
7th, when the special agents pnexpectedly 
discovered the receipt, which-Mr, Thomp- 
son then paid. He also admits the Charles 
i. Neely, late financial agent of the posts 
at Havana, indorsed a Dill for $850 which 
Thompson had discounted by the North 
American Trust Company.

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NEGRO ATTACKS A POSTMASTER 


Tried To Kill Him in Order To Rob 
the Office. 

Thomasville, Ga., May 16.—(Special.)— 
Mose Jamison, colored, was arrested and 
brought here Monday night by Deputy 
United States Marshal Dismukes, charg- 
ed with an attempt to rob the postoffice 
at Dewitt, Mitchell county.

PLANS FOR JUVENILE REFORMATORY 
HISCUSSED BY THOSE INTERESTED 


Suggested That Truck Farm Be Operated in Connection with 


the Institution, 
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RECORDER BROYLES TALKS 


Pleased wlth the Prospect of Reform- 
atory Located Near Clty, 


TELLS WHAT MAY BE ACCOMPLISHED 


Mrs. Nellie Peters Black Thinks 
That Many Boys and Girls 
May Be Reclaimed by the 
Institution in Fulton 
County. 


There is hope now for the juvenile crim- 
inals of Atlanta and Fulton county. The 
wheels of the law have been set in mo- 
tion and it is now up to the county com- 
missioners to prepare an institution for 
the reception of youthful offenders which 
is designed to reform and equip them for 
future lives of usefulness, 

At the voting polls Tuesday in the city 
wards and county precincts the people 
declared in favor of a reformatory prison 
and it is not too much to predict that 
such an institution will be in operation 
in the county in the course of the next 
twelve months. The entire matter of es- 
tablishing the reformatory now rests with 
the county commissioners and they will 
doubtless take active steps at an early 
date to carry out the wishes of the peo- 
ple. 
Although the work of establishing the 
reformatory is just now in its first stages, 
many admirable suggestions have como 
from those who have given the matter 
much seriots thought and investigation, 
and it is safe to say that when the insti- 
tution is put in operation it will be upon 
lines found successful and beneficial by 
the prominent institutions of similar 
character jn other states. 

It has been suggested that the institu- 
tion should be located at some distance 
from the city where the inmates would bo 
safe from the evil influences of city life 
and where they might have the oppor- 
tunity of working in the open air. That 
a large farm will be one of the méans for 
the development of the boys who are to 
receive the benefits of the institution, is 
@ practically settled fact. 

Truck Farms Operated. 

Other reformatories have truck farms 
operated in con tion with the institu- 
tions and the inmates have not only be- 
come proficient tillers of the ssoil, but 
have, in some- cases, been instrumental 
in making the institution almost self- 
supporting. The promoters of the re- 
formatory movement here had in mind 
the development of the boys and girls, 
both morally and mentally, and with & 
view to their becoming bread winners and 
good citizens. 

Some of the reformatories of the-north 
which have been in operation for years 
and received very material assistance 
from the state in which they are located, 
turn out young men and women who 
have received such excellent instruction 
in the trades that they are competent 
to earn good wages and support them- 
selves with ease. The inmates are taught 
what it means to respect the laws of the 
country from a moral standpoint and 
at the same time are being prepared for 
the time when they shall enter into the 


walks of life qualified to carry into effect 


the lessons learned. 

While it is not expected that. the Ful- 
ton county reformatory will attain to 
the point of being self-supporting, it is 
proposed to make it as nearly so as possi- 
ble. The boys are to be taught to culti- 
vate the soil while the girls will receive 
the very best instruction in the necessary 
arts of the housewife. All will receive the 
benefits of a good schooling, as a school 
Will be established at the reformatory 
80 that the inmates’ intellects may fre- 
celve as much attention as their morals. 

Those who have been the warm advo- 
cates of the movement looking to the 
establishment of a reformatory in the 
county are more than pleased with the 
result of the election of Tuesday. They 


have congratulated themselves that the 


people are in thorough accord with their 
Views concerning the necessity of an in- 
Stitution which should have for its pur- 
Pose the reclaiming of youthful offend- 
efs against the laws, who might otherwise 
become hardened criminals from associa- 
tion with the criminal classes in the pen- 
ltentiary and chaingang. 

Recorder Broyles Talks. 
Recorder Nash Broyles, who has all 
flong Leen an earnest and enthusiastic 
advocate of ithe reformatory plan, ex- 
Pressed himself as very much pleased 
With the decision of the people of the 
county at the polls. He said that those 
who had worked .for -the establishment 


@pf the reformafory had received consider- 


able encouragement during the time the 
Matter was being agitated and that he 
Qlways had faith in the people. 

“Of course,’”’ said he, “‘after the county 
Commissioners take up the matter and 
arrange for the institution there are many 
details that will develop of an important 
Nature in connection with the manner 
in which the reformatory is to be con- 
ducted. The reformatory systems in oth- 
€r cities will be studied and the best fea- 
tures of all will doubtless be put into op- 
eration in the one for Fulton county. The 
Teformatories for youthful criminals are 
hot all self-supporting;- it is doubtful if

any are in the strictest sense of the 
term, but the work they accomplish in 
making good men and women out of 
boys and girls who, for one reason or 
Other, seem beyond reformation by any 
other course, more than compensates for 
what money may be spent in keeping 
up the institution. 

“A reformatory should not be located 
too. near the city. It should be away 
from all bad infilences and there should 
be plenty of ground about the buildings. 
Fresh air is one of the blessings of life 
and the inmates of a reformatory should 
have all the invigorating air they can 
possibly get. The idea of conducting a 
farm in connection with the institution 
is a capital one and has been found to 
work admirably in other cities. JI under- 
stand that the reformatory near Augusta 
has a truck farm gultivated by the boys 
which all but pays the expenses of run- 
ning the institution. This ig a small re- 
formatory, I believe having about fifty 
inmates, but what can be accomplished 
by a small one certainly ought to be ac- 
complished by one larger. 

Boys Taught Useful Trades. 

“In one of the reformatories-.in Ohlo 
the boys are al] taught useful trades and 
when they come out of the place they 
are competent to earn good wages. The 
girls are likewise taught how to sew, cook 
and manage the affairs of tthe home. 
Statistics prove that fully 85 per cent of 
those who leave these institutions are 
permanently reformed and this certainly 
speaks volumes in favor of the reforma- 
tory plan, The institution at Nashville 
is one of the best in the country, and 
has accomplished much good: in reclaim- 
ing young criminals. One plan adopted 
in severa] of the cities, and I think it a 
good one, is not to have one large bulid- 
ing in which all are housed, but to have 
several cottages in charge of a superin- 
tendent and his wife who wil] look after 
the boys much in the manner of parents. 

“I have the utmost faith in the practa- 
bility of the reformatory system and feel 
confident that the utmost good will result 
from the establishment of an institution 
of this kind in the county. A warden at 
one of the large penitentiaries in the 
north stated some time.ago that he had 
inaugurated a system among the convicts 
there that had proved that criminals do 
not all lose selfrespect, He said that 
those of the men who merited approval 
had their penitentiary clothes taken off 
and were allowed the privilege of wearing 
citizens clothes until they proved re- 
fractory and then they were made to 
wear the stripes again, He relates that 
out of a large number of convicts in 
his charge only a few give sufficient cause 
to merit the punishment of having to go 
back to their convict clothes, Having 
once tasted of the honor witpriii™sheir 
reach, pride and self-respect kdeps them 
from transgressing the laws of the insti- 
tution. If thig can be ccomplished 
among men that are considered hardened 
criminais, What may be expected from 
boys who are easily led to do right?’ 

What Ordinary {Hulsey Says. 

Ordinary W. H. Hulsey, who had im- 
mediate charge of the reformatory elec- 
tion, gtated yesterday that he Was great- 
ly pleased that the people had decided to 
eStablish the reformatory. 

“I have always considered the system 
an excellent one,’’ said Ordinary Hulsey, 
“and 1 feel convinced that it wiil accom- 
plish all that it is designed to accom- 
Plish. I have faith enough in the pre- 
siding judges to know that they will have 
discretion in the matter and not gend 
eharacters to the institution that ths 
Skeptical oneg anticipate, It should be 
an institution that will turn out- good 
men and women and of its success I feel 
assured.’’ 

Probably those who have taken the 
deepest interest in the reformatory move- 
ment have been the ladies of the city and 
it was largely owing to their united 
efforts that the matter was put in shape 
to be submitted to the voters of the 
county for ratification. For yearg the 
members of the women’s clubs of the city 
have advocated the idea and have sought 
the assistance and co-operation of those 
in authority, with the result that the in- 
stitution is now assured. 

Some time ago Mrs. Julius Brown, pres- 
ident of the City Federation of Women's 
Clubs, brought the matter to the atten- 
tion of that organization and the execu- 
tive committee of the club immediately 
appointed a committee of three of its 
members to take active steps looking to 
the establishment of the reformatory. 
That committee was composed of Mrs. 
Juliug Brown, Mrs, W. P. Pattillo and 
Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, and how well 
the members succeeded is shown by the 
handsome majority that the reformatory 
received at the polls last Tuesday. 

Mrs. Black Is Pleased. 

Said Mrs. Black yesterday, in speaking 
of.the refermatory: 

“The members of the various women's 
clubs of the city are congratulating them- 
selves over the fact that the reformatory 
is now assured, and we feel confident that 
the county commissioners, who now have 
charge of the matter, will take it up at 
an early date. There are many. matters 
in connection with the system that will 
have to be investigated and even now 
the women’s clubs are learning what the 
reformatories in other cities are doing in 
the way of reforming juvenile criminals. 

“IT know of several reformatories which 
cost between $50,000 and $100,000 to operate, 


but when one considers the immense 
amount of good accomplished, that 
amount appears small in comparison. 


These institution turn out good citizens 
who prove an. honor to their state and 
county and that is exactly what we want. 
If we accomplish that much we should 
Be more than satisfied that our efforts 
have not been in vain. ‘Too much can- 
not be said of the work done by Mrs. 
Brown, who has been one of the most 
earnest and active advocates of the re- 
formatory plan. Al] the members of the 
women’s clubs here deserve to be congrat- 
ulated for the work they have done to 
bring the matter before the people. 

“We are confident that when the in- 
stitution has been in operation a short 
time its purpose and scope will then be 
more thoroughly appreciated, There are 
hundred? of suggestions that might’ be 
made as to the way in which the institu- 
tion should be conducted, but these are 
well known to all who have investigated 
the reformatory plan.’’ | 

The ministers of the city are among 
those who advocated the movement and 
are pleased at the result of the election. 

The votes in the reformatory election 
were consolidated in the ordinary’s office 
yesterday’ morning, one manager from 
each of the various polling places attend- 
ing and assisting in determining the offl- 
cial resu.t of the election.

and His Beer Was Not Drunk. 
Bond Was $1,000. 


John Hall was bound over by the re- 
corder yesterday afternoon on the charge 
of furnishing liquor on election day, 

Hall conducts a saloon on Marietta 
strect.and he was arrested Tuesday on 
the charge of having furnished beer ina 
negro restaurant at 334 Marietta 


street. 

Tuesday morning about 11 o'clock it 
was reported to the police that men were 
swarming into the restaurant and that 
iced beer was the attraction. 

Detective Ozborn went to the place and 
shortly afterwards with two policemen 
he entered the restaurant and seized four 
kees of beer and one empty keg. 

The beer, all nicely packed on ice, was 
taken to the police barracks and there 
held until Hall appeared and took out a 
possessory warrant for it. The warrant 
was in Justice Bateman’s coum, and the 
beer was turned over to him. 

Yesterday afternoon Hall and two ne- 
ero men and a negro woman were ar- 
raigned in the police court on the tech- 
nical charge of disorderly conduct. The 
negroes were: Martha Pender, whose hus- 
band conducts the restaurant where the 
beer was found; Alonzo Haynes and Free- 
man Hightower who swore they carried 
the beer to the restaurant from Hall's 
Saloon on the night before the election. 

Assistant City Attorney Pendleton was 
present to prosecute the defendants. 


be The negro woman pretended to know 


very little about the affair. She said her 
husband toid her he had given Hall per- 
mission to place the beer in the restau- 
rant. Her husband had left and she did 
not know where he had gone, 

The negro men testified they had taken 
the beer from Hall’gs saloon Monday 
night. : 

Three or four white men stated they 
had seen crowds of men entering the ne- 
kro restaurant on election day, and one 
witness said he saw men drinking beer. 

None of the witnesses testified they had 


| seen Hall either tap the beer kegs, give 


out beer or drink it himself. He had 
been seen, however, in the restaurant 
with men who were drinking. 

Hal] said he had sent the beer to the 


election. 

“1 sent only four kegs of beer,” stated 
Hall, ‘‘and the fifth keg, the one which 
Was tappe@d, did not belong to me. I 
gave nobody any beer nor did I furnish 
it to any one. If anybody drank beer 
In the negro restaurant they helped them- 


| Selves out of a keg with which I had noth- 
Hall Claimed He Had Four Kegs, | 


ing to do.’ 

Recorder Broyles said the evidence was 
sufficient to bind Hal] and the negro wo- 
man over to the state courts in bonds of 
$1,000 each on the charge of furnishing 
liquor on election day.

Salvation Army Drummer Arrested 
Last Night, 


Wallace McColts Was the Drummer 
for the Army Last Night 


CASE IN POLICE COURT TODAY 


Complaints Made to Police About the 
Drum, and the Drummer Is 
Charged with Creating a 
Nuisance—Trial This 
Afternoon. 


The police authorities have swooped 
down on the Salvation Army bass drum 
again, and the man who swings the drum 
stick will be arraigned before the record- 
er on the charge of creating a nuisance. 
The same ma2n,. however, was not arrest- 
ed fast night, as there had heen a change 
of bass drummers in the army. The man 
arrested last evening was Wallace Mce- 
Colts, while the drummer arrested a few 
days ago was Edward Barton. 

Rarton was taken before Recorder 
Brovies and tried on the charge of creat- 
ing a nuisance by beating his drum so 
loud as to annoy people in a restaurant 
in front of which the army held its meet- 
ings. The recorder dismissed the caSe 
with the understanding that the army 


- corps was to modify its drum heats. 


Last night the army halted in front of 
Carroll & Long’s wholesale liquor house 
on Marietta street, near Broad, and open- 
ed up a meeting. Wallace McColts carried 
the bass drum and when it came time for 
him to beat it he hit it, so the complain- 
ants state, some very hard licks. 

Carroll & Long called in Officer Dobbins 
and reported that the Salvation Army 
bass drum had been ‘beat so loud that 
they could not hear messages over the 
telephone and thereby lost two orders. 
The officer thereupon made a case against 
Drummer McVolts and ordered him to 
appear in the police court this afternoon 
at 2:30 o’clock. 

The Salvation Army corps contend that 
the drum was not beat very loud. 

O*ficer Dobbins states that he thought 
the drum was beat last night with some 
moderation when the army was on the 
march but that it was, in his opinion, 
beat as loud as it ever was 
Army halted and opened up the meeting. 

Shall the Drum Beat? 

When Barton was on trial, Recorder 
Broyles accepted the guggestion of the 
city attorney, and requested the captain 
of the Salvation Army to have the drum 
heat only gn the march and not to have 
it beat when a stop was made. To this 
the captain demurred, saying that if he 
promised to stop beating the drum at a 
meeting the matter would be taken up at 
army headquarters and carried to the 
highest courts in the land. 

If Recorder Broyles decides this after- 
noon that the drum must not be beat at 
the meetings, then it is very probable 
that Atlanta’s Salvation Army bass drum 
will become of world wide notoriety and 
importance, and may find its way into 
the supreme court of the United States. 

It is not known why Barton retired 
from the drum to give way to McColts. 
The recorder asked the captain of the 
army not to place the drum stick in the 
hands of an excitable person, one who 
Would get so enthusiastic as not to be 
able to control his Hcks, but to ‘let a 
phlegmatic recruit wield the stick cir- 
cumspectly anid moderately. This was 
done because one recruit stated in court 
that when he felt enthused he couldn’t 
help shouting ‘‘hallelujah,’’ and hitting 
the old drum for all he was worth. 

Is a Burning Issue. 

The police admit that the Salvation 
Army bass drum question is getting to 
be a burning issue and that the people 
are divided on it. There are those who 
contend that the drum should be beat 
as a matter of religious liberty because 
the army says it cannot do without the 
drum; and there are others who say that 
if the army has a right to use a dis- 
turbing, nolsy drum, that any religious 
Order might contend that it cannot wor- 
ship without a cannon and would there- 
fore be allowed to bombard the city 
with blank cartridges. 

The Salvation Army will 
full force this afternoon, and the bass 
drum may be there and the recorder 
may ask that it be beat with all its vari- 
ations of tones, 

The.outcome of the affair is being close- 
ly watched and the community is anxious 
to know whether or not.the Salvation 
Army drum is to be beat in Atlanta, 
and if so, how loud shall the beats 
under a construction of police harmony.

The visiting ladies and 
sponsors will be given a reception at the Galt 
house Thursday afternoon. There will be a 
barbecue given to the gpnfederates and the 
sons at Wilder Park on Friday, June fst. A 
concert of over 100 male negro voices, to be 
led by Colonel Willlam S. Hale, to take place 
at thé Confederate tabernacle, has been ar- 
ranged for Wednesday night. Thursday night 
will be given a grand display of fireworks on 
the Ohio river, including the bombardment of 
Fort Donaldson. 

The department and divison commancers are 
each requested to appoint one sponsor to rep- 
resent their department and division at the 
reunion. ‘These sponsors will be entertained 
while at Louisville at the expense of the re- 
union committee. The headquarters of these 
sponsors will be at the Galt house. Comrade 
Biscoe Hindman, the chairman of the enter- 
tainment committee, will see that these spon- 
sors are properly entertained while at Louls- 
ville, and will see that each sponsor attends 
the various entertainments. While only the 
sponsor of the department and division com- 
mandcrs will be entertained at the expense of 
the reunion committee, yet all the maids of 
honor that may be appointed, and all the camp 
sponsors will receive a most hearty and cordial 
welcome, and everything that is possible will be 
done to make them enjoy their stay at Louis- 
ville. The department and division comman- 
ders are instructed to make their appoint- 
ments of sponsors at once, and send the names 
and addresses of these ladies to the adjutant 
genral Mr. L. D. T. Quinby, Atlanta, Ga., and 
also to Mr. Biscoe Hindman, of Louisville, 
Ky., and from these two comrades they will 
receive full information as to their entertain- 
ment.

Duane A. Russell, the postal clerk run- 
Southern between Atlanta 
and Birmingham, who was convicted in 
the United States court Monday of steal- 
ing money and stamps from a letter, was 
brought into court from jail and sen- 
tenced yesterday morning to two years 
at hard labor in the Nashville 'peniten- 
tiary. and a fine of Siw. 

The convict's wife. an attractive lookK- 
ing little woman who elung to him affec- 
tionately during the trial and who, con- 
vinced of his innocence, Was at his side 
when he received the sentence that Ccon- 
demned him to a felon’s cell and. stripes 
for two years. She broke down complete- 


ly and bade her unhappy husband an af- 
fecting farewell before the room full of 
sympathizing spectators, then, unable to 
bear the shock of hearing the cruel sen- 
tence pronounced, she left the room, her 
eyes streaming with tears. 

Russell's lawyer pleaded earnestly. for 
the leniency of the court, calling Judge 

an's attention to the condition of 

soner’s health, a physician having 

that the man was an invalid and 

really unable to work. The distress of the 

faithful wife and her two little children 
was pathetically urged by the lawyer. 

Judge Newman, before imposing the 
sentence, referred to the condition of the 
prisoner’s family with feeling and sald 
he was disposed to temper justice with 
mercy to the utmost degree permissible. 
He named the minimum term allowed by 
law. 

Mitchell Found Guilty. 

Charley Mitchell, colored, was found 
guilty of sending obscene letters through 
the mail. He will be sentenced today, 
and he will doubtless get five years, This 
was a peculair case and already a negro 
named Broughton is serving a five years’ 
term at Nashville for writing the letter 
to Recorder Broyles that MitcHell is now 
found guilty of having written. Mitchell’s 
conviction will probably mean Brough- 
ton’s release, 

It developed at yesterday's trial that 
Mitchell, some months ago, had a falling 
out with another negro named Jackson 
over some trivial matter. To get what he 
considered revenge, he wrote a shocking- 
ly obscene letter of personal insult to 
Recorder Broyles, to which he signed the 
name of Jackson. Jackson was prompt- 
ly arrested on a warrant sworn out by the 
recorder and when he was found to be 
unable to write a word, Broughton, a 
negro tough who ran with him a good 
deal, was also arrested, The two negroes 
had their trial before Judge Newman 
March 4th and Boughton was found 
guilty and Jackson fugned loose. Brough- 
ton was convicted OW*the testimony of a 
handwriting expert, who convinced the 
jury that the negro’s handwriting and 
that of the vile epistle were identically the 
same. Broughton acted dazed and claim- 
ed that he was the victim of some one’s 
plot. Many who heard the trial doubted 
his guilt. 

After Broughton had been in the pen 
a few weeks Recorder Broyles received a 
letter from one Charley Mitchell, post- 
marked at Birmingham, Ala. Mitchell 
wrote to inform the recorder that the 
court had gotten the wrong man and in- 
timated that he could put the police onto 
the culprit. The fellow’s letter struck 
the reciplent at once as wonderfully sim- 
ilar in handwriting to that that had got 
Broughton into trouble, and he compared 
the two carefully. Convinced that Mitch- 
ell himself was the guilty party, Judge 
Broyles diplomatically entered, into cor- 
respondence with him and at last in- 
velgled him over from Birmingham. 
When he struck Atlanta, “’long come a 
p’liceman and took ‘im by de arm.”’ 

At the trial of Mitchell yesterday Judge 
Broyles pointed out many unmistakable 
features of similarity between the hand- 
writing of the two letters. The spelling 
of the address, ‘‘Juge Brols,”’ was the 
same, also that of other words. In addi- 
tion, the motive, which had been dis- 
closed by Jackson, was made clear. The 
evidence against Mitchell was so con- 
clusive that the jury was not in the 
slightest doubt as to his guilt and re- 
turned a verdict of guilty immediately 
after retiring. 

Grand Jury Adjourns. 

The federal grand jury, after sitting 
three days, adjourned until June 11th. 
There were sixteen true bills found yes- 
terday.

CLOSE WAS FIRMS 


Bears Retired from Field on Strength 
Shown by Stocks. 


RAILWAYS WERE LEADERS 


Steel Stocks Rebounded Sharply on 
Covering—Heavy Gold Engage- 
ments Caused Decline. 


New York, May 16.—Stocks of railroad com- 
panies made a demonstration of persistent 
strength in the stock market today. What- 
ever unfavorable factors developed during the 
day were ignored, or their influence resisted, 
and the resulting declines overcome. The 
bear element was so far impressed by the 
show of strength that they retired from the 
field: before the day was over, and did not 
repeat yesterday's maneuver of a fierce raid 
on the industrial quarter, which on that 
occasion upset the market'in the last fifteen 
minutes of the trading. The market showed 
itself much less sensitive than for some time 
past to any depressing influence, and the close 
was distinctly firm at about the best level 
of the day, earlier losses in industrial stocks 
having been almost entirely overcome. The 
stocks of western railroaas were easily the 
leaders in the movement and the buying was 
attributed to western account, as for peter 
days past. This western buying is believe 
in Wall street to be covering an outstanding 
short interest prompted by the good crop 
weather and the favorable crop eee 
in the winter wheat district. The leadership 
of the movement was shifted from igi oe 
and Quincy to Atchison preferred, whic 
scored a clean net gain of 2 points. The ap- 
proach of the dividend meeting and the ge 
culation of rumors that the stock wouse, 
placed on a 5 per cent basis were used a 
effect. Burlington continued ype 
strong and secured an advance of 1% in spite 
of denials of the recent rumors that a re- 
funding plan was to be adopted. Hreetners 
Pacific gained as much and the meng 
of these stocks affected the other Parifics 
and later the trunk lines, which advanced 
from %*@1% points. The steel stocks all re- 
bounded sharply on covering by shorts and 
official denials of assertions that a general 
chut. down was imminent on account of pros- 
prective demands for increase of wages. The 
early weakness of Sugar, People’s Gas, the 
tobacco stocks and other industrials was met 
by denials of various rumors which accom- 
panied the decline. Recoveries ensued on the 
demand from the bears/ caught short. Be- 
sides this weakness in the industrial lst, the 
market had ‘to contend with the announce- 
ment of gold engagements for tomorrow, fully 
a million dollars in excess of preliminary 
estimates. Tomorrow's shipments foot up 
fully $1,150,000 for France. The fact that 
so large a shipment should be made in the 
face of decline in exchange rates aroused some 
lest the apparent ease of money 


uneasiness 
unstable. But the 


abroad was fictitious and 
continued ease of money here relieved this 
apprehension. Call loan rates fell to I% per 
cent and the gains by the banks, by the 
sub-treasury and by the Interior movement 
of currency will evidently offset the gold 
movement. Although the advance in stocks 
was. generally wiped out when the gold en- 
gagements were announced, the movement was 
renewed upon further consideration of the 
circumstances.

Today's advance in 
prices was without the sustaining influence of 
the recent strength in Missouri Pacific, that 
stock dropping back at one time 2 points 
on the request of the stockholders to au- 
thorize additional capital to the extent of 
$15.000.uuU.

The graduation yesterday of six young 
women from the Grady Hospital Train- 
ing School for Nurses was in meaning 
one of the most significant and interesting 
events in the history of Atlanta’s prog- 
ress and fn the programme which accom- 
panied it, entertainine to the friends of 
the and of the institution who 
formed the audience, 

At 4:30 In the afternoon the orchestra 
announced the entrance of the six young 
jfadies who were to receive diplomas— 
Misses Leila Parker, of Atlanta: Miss 
Ada Finley, of Fairmont, Miss.; Miss 
Fannie M, Tibbs, Miss Algie Tygart, of 
Atlanta; Miss Gwendolyn Worley, of 
Lynchburg, Va.; Miss Estelle Daughtry, 
of Norfolk, 

Accompanying them were the regular 
hospital nurses and those who are tak- 
ing the training course, and they present- 
ed a very picturesque appearance, the

uniforms, the regular nurses {n white. 
The resident physicians sat near the stage 
and the medical etaff of the hospital occu- 
pied the stage seats with the graduates. 
Misg \ Rogers, superintendent of the 
school; Rev. Theron Rice, Mr. BE. W. Mar- 
sin, of the hospital committee; Mr. Rob- 
ert Maddox, secretary of the board of 
trustees; Dr. Baird, president of the board 
of directors of the training school, and 
Mrs. R. J. Lowry, preSident of the La- 
dies’ Auxillary, completed the group on 
the stage. 

The programme was opened with music 
by Wurm’s orchestra, followed by prayer 
by Rev. Theron Rice. Dr. Baird intro- 
duced Mr. E. W. Martin, of the trustees, 
who delivered a splendid address in their 
behalf, declaring that of all the remark- 
able events in Atlanta’s history, this first 
graduation was the most important. 
vhree years ago the school was estab- 
lished with the understanding. that it 
would be self-supporting; that the city 
should be under no expense for its main- 
tenance, and it has progressed sutcessful- 
ly until now, when six young women are 
graduates and a number of others ad- 
vanted pupils of the exacting school. The 
time is not far away, predicted Mr. Mar- 
tin, when there Will be a trained nurse 
in every sick room, and in preparation for 
such inevitable time the Grady Hospital 
Training School, whose work is now only 
in itg incipiency, yet already compensat- 
ing, has a splendid future before it and 
great accomplishment, 

Dr. James B. Baird, in presenting the 
diplomas, made a forceful and interest- 
ing talk. 

Dr. Baird announced that Mr. Joseph 
Hirsch, who was to have presented to the 
graduates the class pins, was unavoid- 
ably detained, and that in hig absence 
Mr. Robert Maddox, secretary of the 
trustees, would act in his place. 

Mr. Maddox in a few brief and grace- 
ful words, in which he emphasized the 
significance of the pin’s emblem, a Greek 
cross of red on a ring of gold, presented 
each of the young women with these 
souvenirs from the trustees. 

Dr. Virgil O. Hardon addressed the 
graduates in a short and eloquent ad- 
dress, in which he paid them high tri- 
bute for their work in the past and of- 
fered them thoughtful advice and best 
wishes for their future career in their no- 
ble profession. | 
Rapid as progress and improvement hava 
been in medicine and surgery during the 
last twenty-five or fifty years, Dr. Har- 
don emphasized the greater advance in 
trained nursing by contrasting the type 
of nurs@%of Charles Dickens’s time, as he 
has truthfully pictured her in “Sairy 
Gamp,” with the nurse‘of today as typi- 
fied in these young graduates. 

After brief explanation of the difficult 


work, mental and physical, that has been 


required of the graduates in their three 
years’ course, and remarking upon the 
thoroughness and carefulné@ss in detail of 
their education, Dr. Hardon declared that 
there were three general requisites that 
every trained nurse must have and must 
increase in perfection with every day's 
work as long as‘she is engaged in her 
profesison. These three demands, he 
said, were skill—technical knowledge in 
perfect degree; consclentiousness—preci- 
sion and regularity in the performance 
of duty, no matter what the circum- 
stances; and sympathy—not the emotion 
that finds expression in tears or other 
physical weakness, but the heartfelt com- 
prehension of others’ ills and pity for 
them, which is the sympathy that cheers. 
This latter quality is more often bestow- 
ed upon women and is the gift that 
makes them better fited for nursing. 

With a repetition of the importance of 
developing to the utmost these qualities 
of skill, conscientiousness and sympathy, 
Dr. Hardon closed his valuable remarks. 

Rev. Mr. Rice then gave the benediction 
and the programme closed with music.

MISSIONARY ANDERSON, OF 
CHINA, IS IN ATLANTA 


EV. D. L. ANDERSON has return- 

ed to Atlanta after an absence of 
| eighteen years in & &g a mis- 
Slonary. He expects to fn America 
for only about two months. His wife aid 
not accompany him from China. 

Thirty years ago Mr. Anerson was a 
bookkeeper in the business office of The 
Constitution. He left the paper in the 
summer of 1870 to join the north Georgia 
conference of the Methodist church as a 
preacher. His position in The Constitu-

of i ge Years in China, Where he 
Has Done Successful Work as a Mis- 
sionary.

During his residence in Atlanta. Mr. 
Anderson was amember of Trinity 
church. He was for twelve years a mem- 
ber of the north Georgia conference, and 
was sent to China as a missionary in 
1882. ? 

His two sons, James and Roy, are now 
attending Emory college at Oxford. Roy, 
the youngest, was born In China. 

Directly after his arrival in China Mr. 
Anderson was stationed at Soochow, and 
has remained at the same post continu- 
ously ever since. 

During his residence in China Mr. An- 
derson has had exceptional opportunities 
to study the people and the country, In 
spite of the conservatism of the count-y, 
and the strength with which the natives 
Cling to the traditions and customs of 
the remote past, many changes have tak- 
en place since Mr. Anderson began his 
residence in Soochow. 

A spirit of development is taking posses- 
sion of the old empire, and all Chia is 
beginning a new life. 

Speaking of the change that hes come 
over China, and of the evidences cf the 
new spirit that have come directly un- 
der his observation, Mr. Anderson said 
yesterday: 

“Soochow, the city in Which I have lived 
since I went to China, fs eighty miles 
from Shanghal. It is one of the newly 
opened ports, and was opened in accord- 
ance with the treaty signed after the 
war between China and Japan. In this 
treaty you will remember it was s;:ecified 
by the Japanese that a certain number of 
Chinese ports hitherto closed should be 
opened to the trade of the world. 

“In-Mmy opinion, the war with Japan 
and the resulting defeat was the best 
thing that ever happened in China. 

“It was a blessitw& to the empire, be- 
eause it broke down some of the old 
pride and prejudices of the people. It 
broadened their minds, and brought to 
them a realization\of their inferiority in 
many lines af endeavor. 

‘The war helped the missionaries won- 
derfully. Formerly we had access to 
only the lowest class of people. The lit- 
erary and educated class, the mandarins 
and the officials were unapproachable. 
Since the war, however, We have had ac- 
cess to all classes. 

“A spirit of reform and progress has 
taken possession of the empire. The Chi- 
nese are eager for reform. They see 
the benefit to be derived from the new or- 
der of things, and they are anxious to 
throw off the old yoke of superstition 
and ignorance. 

“The Chinese government {ts averse to 
any change, and ts endeavoring to re- 
press thls spirit of reform, Lut without 
success. ‘ 

“The stand taken by the government 
has proved of inestimable value to the 
missionaries in China. Tt has the effect 
of making them the leaders of the new 
movement looking to the intellectual and 
spiritual development of the country. 

“Because the government will not take 
the initiative, the people are coming to 
the missionaries, whom they have learn- 
ed to trust, and are asking them to iea4 
in the matter of securing schools and col- 
legeg. 

‘(My principal obfect in returning to 
America at this time fs to secure funds 
to wuild an Anglo-Chinese college in Soo- 
chow. A number of Chinese gentlemen, 
merchants and professional men, *have 
already subscribed $10.000 toward the es- 
tablishment of the college. 

“The work done in the college will ably 
supplement our labors in the missionary 
field. 

“Chiha is moving forward at a rate 
that renders it difficult for us to keep 
pace with her and keep up our work.”
